In regard to the matter of his pres-
ent denial, he is entitled to the widest
cireulation of his declared conversion
to the principle of Civil-Service re-
form. It is so adroitly put that we re-
peat his words.  *‘It is scarcely neces-
sary to say,”” he writes, 'that I have
never repudiated reform in the civil
service, nor abated my interest there-
in. When it is recalled that Mr.
Blaine, as Speaker of the House of
{epresentatives, appointed the com-
mittee on the subject which toma-
hawked the reform and executed the
historieal war-dance over its corpse,
the true inwardness of his use of the
word *‘repudiate’ may be perceived.
He never had any partin the reform
to repudiate. He never took any fa-
voring interest in it to abate. From
the day he appeared in Washington as
a lobbyist for the Spencer rifle manu-
facturers to the present time, the whole
tenor of his utterances and practices
have been inimieal to the reform.
His political life and methods have
been one sneer at it, and to-day no-
body would believe him were he
to say, with Henry Cabot Lodge:
“1 approve the principle that
employvment in those oflices
in the eivil serviece the duties of whieh
are administrative and not political
be open on equal terms to
every citizen without regard to party.
If eleeted, 1 shonld favor the speedy
extension of the present reformed sys-
tem to 21l offices and employvments of
the Government to which it is applica-
ble, and 1 favor the repeal of the laws
which vaeate a laree number of non-
politieal oflices every four years, and
the substitution therefor of a tenure
during good behavior.”

Even if Mr. Blaine wy to make
such a declaration as this the people
wotld not believe he meant it, and
yoliticians would exchance winks with
Mr. Blaine behind the back.
All his prattle about aping Engclish
eivil-service methods is demagogy, for
Mr. Blaine is too able a man not to
